that bituminous 
coal producers will Increase ship­ 
ments to the North Atlantic area. 
The 
tri-district mine commit­ 
tee, not recognized by Lewis or the

Most of the committee’s pur­

2,000 Return To Jobs 
Complying with a WTB request, 
2,000 miners went back to work 
without incident yesterday at two

The war labor board, which pre­ 
viously had declared it would use 
all its powers to end the strike, 
issued its call for today’s meeting 
soon after the 2.000 workers went 
back to their jobs.

RESTRAINER TAX 


Would Stop Over-Spending 


On Non-Essential Goods

Something new in the way of 
taxes—a “restraining tax”, design­ 
ed to keep people from spending 
too much on non-essentials, while 
permitting them to buy a certain 
amount of goods tax free—was 
talked around on Capitol Hill to 
day as a possible compromise to 
overcome the administration's hos­ 
tility toward a general sales tax. 
The suggested Idea, it is under­ 
stood, embraces the sales tax prin­ 
ciple but would carry exemptions 
of possible 1500 or so worth of 
purchases a year. 
If such a law were written, with 
a IWO exemption. then coupons in 
email denominations would be is 
sued in that amount to each gain­ 
fully employed 
person 
aud 
he 
could use the coupons for making 
tax free purchases until they were 
exhausted. Anything bought with­ 
out coupons would be taxable at 
whatever percentage congress de­ 
cided on. 
Pay-As-You-Go Favored 
Meanwhile, 
o v e r w h e l m i n g 
strength appeared to be arrayed 
behind the pay-as-you-go principle 
for collecting Individual 
income 
taxes, although there was a divi­ 
sion of opinion as to how it should 
be framed. 
Treasury officials were reported 
authoritatively to have discussed 
a modified pay-as-you-go income 
tax collection plan with congres­ 
sional experts. 
.Under the tentative plan, lower 
bracket taxpayers would be put on 
a current basis, with last year’s 
tax liabilities wiped out. 
High-bracket individuals would 
be forgiven part of last year’s 
liabilities and permitted to pay 
the remainder in installments so 
they. too, could achieve full cur. 
rent-payment status in 'tw o or 
three years. 
It would provide forgiveness of 
the first 19 to 20 percent of the 
rates on 1942 incomes—at least 
the 6 percent normal tax and the 
l l percent first-bracket surtax. 
For simplicity, it was reported, 
the treasury is inclined to favor 
a 20 percent withholding tax at 
the source, which would be ap­ 
plied against the taxes on 1943 
incomes. 
About three-quarters of all In­ 
come taxpayers come within the 
first bracket, where the total nor- 
mal and surtax is 19 percent of 
income above personal exemptions 
and other authorized deductions. 
The normal tax and 
bracket 
surtax on 1942 income would be 
forgiven the higher bracket tax­ 
payers. too, but they would have 
to arrange to pay the remainder 
of their 1942 tax In installments, 
with perhaps 2 percent interest

Installment Appraisal 
Proposal On Monday 


A bill to make It easier for coun­ 
ties to pay for property reapprais­ 
als will be introduced in tbe Ohio 
senate Monday night, Sen. John 
P. Stephenson said today on bls 
return from Columbus. 
This bill will not permit any ad- j 
ditional tax levy to be made with-1 
out a vote of tbe people—as many j

It provides, rather, that the ap­ 
praisal cost can be paid in six an­ 
nual installments from the regu­ 
lar revenues of the county, instead 
of all at once in tbe one year dur­ 
ing which the appraisal is made. 
Bonds would be issued for the 
full amount, the appraisers would 
be paid when the bonds were said 
and then one-sixth of the bonds 
wouldT be paid off each year for six 
years aa part of tbe regular ap­ 
propriations from usual taxes. 
In the past the necessity of pay­ 
ing off an appraisal’s entire cost 
in one year has proved a major 
financial problem in many coun­ 
ties.

That grant of power will expire 
June 30. Its continuance has been 
regarded as one of the top-ranking 
issues which will be laid before 
the 78th congress. The poll came 
as the first definite indication of 
how the meamire will fare. 
Bolton Withholds Judgment

west of Sfax. and American fighters 
ranged widely over the battle area. 
An Allied communique said that 
“there was no change In the ground 
situation.” 
Rommel’s 8uppiy Lines Hit 
The Allied aerial attack also was 
kept under way from bases in the 
east where warplanes battered at 
Marshal Erwin Rommel’s supply 
lines and air bases along the Tripoli- 
tanian coast and into Tunisia.

Cairo communique said 13 Allied 
pilots are missing after widespread 
operations in which St least eight 
Axis fighters were downed. 
The Italian high command re­ 
ported considerably increased air 
action over the Libyan front and 
said German fighters intercepted 
large formations of Allied planes 
and shot down 28, many of them 
heavy bombers.

T 
HE figures presented in the war 
budget give us a crude esti­ 
mate, provided that the measuring 
rod does not change, of the growth 
of American military power in the 
four-year period from the summer 
of 1840 to the summer of 1944. 
Tho measuring rod is the dollar 
and the figures would, of course, 
mean less than nothing if within 
reasonable variations the military 
value of a dollar in terms of muni­ 
tions and manpower were not con­ 
stant. 
In fact the military dollar has 
been fairly stable and, therefore, 
these figures can he used as a 
measure of our progress. 
Wo see from them that in the 
first year of war after Pearl H ar­

We shall find that in this new 
phase of the industrial revolution

EAR DAMON: It Is with great pleasure and in­ 
terest that I have been following your campaign 
for a year’s pay for soldiers after their discharge. 
The way it has taken definite form in congressional 
action has raised the hopes of us oldsters that maybe 
It will spare these youngsters the heartbreak we had. 
"Those who got that ’after the w ar’ beating of the 
F irst World w ar should get together now and see 
that legislation is passed NOW for the protection 
of our fighting men. The protestations of thanks and 
appreciation voiced now will evaporate when the 
fighting la done just aa they did after Nov. ll, 1918. 
"Six months or a year’s pay With no further pros­ 
pects does not discharge our obligation to these boys 
—and do not take the promises that they will get 
their Job* back too seriously. That promise was made 
and broken before. Let us go farther than to say: 
"H ere’s your year’s pay. W e’ve done our part and 
now you are on your own.’ Here is what I propose 
be done: 
"L et us assume there will be 8.000,000 men re ­ 
turned to civil life after the war and assume that 
1,000,000 of these are suffering some disability. Let 
us assume further th at there are 40,000,000 gainfully 
employed In the United States at that time. Legisla­ 
tion should provide that employers must employ at 
least 20 percent former servicemen, 3 percent of 
whom m ust be disabled. 


“'"THE PERCENTAGE of each man's disability would 
A be provided for by government subsidy In lieu 
of pensions. Thus for an employe 25 percent disabled, 
the employer would pay 75 percent and the govern­ 
m ent 25 percent of the weekly pay, which in no case 
must be less than that paid for similar work in the 
establishm ent. 
"Thus the disabled veteran remains on equal 
terms with others in his walk of life and retains 
his pride and courage. 
"Pride and courage! How many of us lost both 
when with hats in hand we begged our government 
for a handout when private industry turned us from 
its door. Price and courage—when we marched to 
W ashington for paym ent on our adjusted payment 
certificates, the so-called bonus, and were fired upon, 
beaten, burned out and finally driven from the 
streets of W ashington as pariahs. 
"No more the heroes of Chateau Thierry, Bellesu 
Wood, the Argonne, marching proudly up Fifth ave.— 
yes, it was a terrible struggle to regain it. Many who 
recovered it lost it again when a grateful congress 
took away our pitiful pension in 1933. (Now don’t 
say It cannot happen again—the same men are still 
In W ashington from top to bottom.) Many of us 
couldn’t go on like Frank Cavanaugh—you remember 
him—they called him the Iron major. 


‘'^IfH E N the call came In April, 1917, Frank Cava- 
W naugh, father of nine children and (heir sole 
support, enlisted as a private. Through gallantry in 
action he roae to major. Then in the Vosges forest 
shell fragments tore half his face away. Miraculously, 
his life and eyesight were saved. Later he had to quit 
his Job as football coach at Fordham on account of 
approaching blindness caused by that shell. He had 
no income other than a pitifully small pension ac­ 
cepted solely for the support of his nine children. 
"And now. Damon, let me quote from the Dailv 
Mirror editorial of Sept. 4, 1933. titled ‘A Gallant 
Major Turns His Face To The W all’: 
"Then, in June, when he wa* rushed to a hospital 
to undergo a major operation a kindly government 
notified him that his pension was to cease. This 
evidence of ingratitude on the part of the nation he 
had served so well broke the heart of a gallant gen­ 
tleman. Frank Cavanaugh living on borrowed time 
since that day in the Vosges forest, turned his face to 
the wall and died.

Q.—W hat Is the chemical reaction that takes place 
when baking powder, in which the a ctiv e ingredients 
are acid phosphate of lime and bicarbonate of soda, 
Is used to raise dough? 
A.—The function of any baking powder is to re­ 
lease carbon dioxide gas from the sodium bicarbon­ 
ate, It is this gas whtch forms inside the dough and 
raises it. The acid phosphate of lime, technically 
known as monobasic calcium phosphate, furnishes 
hydrogen for the reaction. Carbon dioxide and water 
are formed as well as a calcium and sodium salts 
of phosphoric acid which ara left in the bread,

Ex-India Missionary Holds 


Colonial People Look To 


Help Of America 


'The recent statem ent of Prime 
M inister W inston Churchill 
con­ 
cerning the colonial policy of the 
British empire was termed “unfor­ 
tunate and better left unsaid”, by 
Dr. John C. Finefrock of Wooster, 
in* an address on India Thursday 
noon before members of the Kl- 
w*nis club a t Travelers hotel. 
“The people of the Orient do 
nut know what to believe, or who 
will eventually help them secure 
the one thing they want— free­ 
dom.” he declared. “All the sub­ 
merged people of the world are 
looking toward America to solve 
their problems.” 
In India 31 Years 
Dr. Finefrock apoke with author­ 
ity as he spent 31 years in India 
as a missionary for the Lutheran 
church. “God has led us to this 
hour of testing. We will emerge 
from this trial either on the thres­ 
hold of the greatest era the world 
has 
ever 
known, 
or 
complete 
chaos.” 
India’s fight for freedom has 
been compared to America’s strug­ 
gle for Independence more than 
150 years ago. he said, "but there 
la not the slightest trace of re­ 
semblance. In the first place India 
has 400,000,000 inhabitants divided 
Into two immovable groups, these 
people are grounded In the super­ 
stitions and beliefs of centuries. 
•"There are 700,000 villages In 
India, filled with masses of peo­ 
ple who know nothing about the 
— dards of civilisation. The na- 
i of India are not ready for 
lorn, for they first must be 
ht to stand on their own feet, 
ake their placet ae an edu­ 
cated nation, equipped to handle 
their affairs 
in a 
world 
court 
headed by the United States. India 
is not 
ready, despite Chandi’* 
belief in her abilities. 
"The finest example of coloni­ 
sation In the history of the world 
is found In the type our country 
gave the Philippines during the 
years since the Spanish American 
war. If England had followed that 
line of reasoning with India over 
the last century, India would be 
a different nation today. 
Qoepel Of Love Cited 
"The gospel of love, found only 
In Christian brotherhood, la the 
solution 
for our poet-war prob­ 
lems. It Is going to require more 
graces than the majority of us 
possess when we ere faced with 
the differences 
between 
Justice 
and retaliation after the war,” he 
predicted. 
"The choice will be up to ne. 
either world brotherhood or Isola­ 
tion end chaos,” he declared In 
conclusion. 
The program was directed by 
Asv. John K indsvatter as chair- 
a v n , w ith Alvin Aimer, president, 
conducting the business session.

All consumers are required to 
have Book No. I by today, or they 
will be unable to obtain Book No. 2 
when it is distributed in exchange 
for a stamp from the sugar book, 
ration officials reminded. 
60 Books Granted 
More than 60 books were grant­ 
ed yesterday and the rush today 
was expected to double that at 
least. 
No definite word has been re­ 
ceived about the distribution of 
Book No. 2, Mrs. Beulah Horton, 
chief clerk, said. 
A coffee problem 
for 
grocers 
loomed meanwhile as the source of 
supply—the roasting companies— 
have been unable to deliver the 
amount of coffee ordered and have 
thus refused to take sugar stamp 
27 from the grocers. 
Grocers were allowed to use 27 
to order more coffee until yester­ 
day but since it now is void and 
they have been unable to obtain 
more coffee with it, the whole first 
rationing period becomes almost 
a loss to the grocer. 
Grocers Allowed Time 
Consumers were not allowed to 
use stamp 27 after Jan. 3, but the 
grocers are allowed a longer time 
after the end of the consumer ex­ 
piration date to order their sup­ 
plies. 
Consumers and grocers now are 
both using stamp 28, which will be 
valid for the public until Feb. 7. 
Local rationing boards will have 
to devise some way of relieving 
the rapid stock depletion, but so 
far there has been no word from 
state headquarters on the prob­ 
lem, Mrs. Horton said.

Plan Offered To Simplify Price Ceilings 
The office of price administration, embarking on a plan to simplify 
price ceilings, Thursday put into effect new simplified mark-up sys­ 
tems on poultry, butter, cheese, fresh citrus fruits and bananas. 
The new ceilings prescribed fixed margins over the retailer’s net 
coat and replaced price curbs based on peak prices in specified base 
periods, generally March, 1942.

While the old ceilings were bas­ 
ed on the individual store’s top 
price during the base period, the 
uniform retail margins vary only 
for the five different classes of 
merchandisers, which range from 
the country cross roads store to 
large volume outlets. 
Another OPA stab at stabilizing 
prices came ibis week when, in an 
effort to keep coffee retail prices 
from increasing, OPA ordered cof­ 
fee manufacturers to pass on to 
their customers any savings made 
by packing coffee in paper or card­ 
board, instead of metal or glass. 
A previous coffee order fixing

"AMERICA NEEDS 
A WAR COUNCIL 


Each Member Should Be In 


Charge Of Some Phase 


Of Major Activity 


By H ER B ER T HOOVER

T HE first principle in organisa­ 
tion of the home front distilled 
by all nations from the last war 
f» that civilian activities must be 
directed by single-headed respon­ 
sible administrators. 
The second principle is that all 
functions and authority in respect 
to a particular activity must be 
concentrated iuto the hands of one 
administrator. 
We can no more administer civil­ 
ise activities in war with commit- 
tape, boards or commissions than 
can direct a battle with a cora- 
iqittee. And we can no more have 
divided authority over one func­ 


tion than we can have independ­ 
ent generals in command of a. bat­ 
tle. 
Yet it was 19 months after we 
started large preparedness, before 
munitions 
was 
given 
a 
single 
head; it was more than two years 
before oil, food, rubber and man­ 
power were given single respon-

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si hie adm inistrators. 
There are 
still im portant executive functions 
under committee control. 
And of 
the adm inistrators appointed, none 
of them have full control in their 
field. 
Recommends War Council 
The third principle is that the 
bead adm inistrators of such major 
groups 
should 
comprise 
a 
war 
council sitting directly with the 
President. 
Here alone the general 
economic 
and 
civilian 
policies 
should be determined, the conflicts 
and overlaps planed out with the 
President present as the final um­ 
pire. 
There was a war council or a 
war cabinet in every principal na­ 
tion in the last war. 
There is one 
in every principal nation In this 
war except In the United States. 
There are other principles as to 
cooperation with the public and 
the trades, the methods of price- 
fixing, removal of labor, restraints 
on production, allocation of sup­ 
plies, etc., in which hard-won ex­ 
perience has been ignored. 
That 
there is delay and confusion and 
enormous 
bureaucratic 
Interfer­ 
ence needs no proof. 
It lies all 
around the landscape. 
Prompt Decisions Needed 
There are some 
policies 
that 
should be determined at once by 
a national war council. 
We have two bottlenecks; one is 
manpower and the other is ships. 
In view of these bottlenecks, cer­ 
tain home front policies suggest 
themselves for immediate deter­ 
mination. 
And they need bo re­ 
lated to global strategy Itself. 
For instance, to carry on a war 
of aggressive attrition 
we need 
give 
full 
emphasis 
to 
fighting 
planes. They can mostly transport 
themselves. 
We will be short of 
ships for another year. 
To trans­ 
port American arm ies overseas re­ 
quires three times the tonnage

that la required to arm and sup­ 
port the manpower of our Allies. 
We are endangering the food sup­ 
ply to ourselves and our Allies by 
excessive 
drafts 
of 
manpower 
from agriculture. 
Sees Confusion 
It is entirely possible th at a 
realistic revaluation of our man­ 
power, our bottlenecks and priori­ 
ties in need would result in tem ­ 
porary release of soldiers already 
trained into producing food, ships 
and planes, or alternatively, In the 
Import of Mexican labor for our 
farms and the lengthening of the 
work week in our shops. 
A realistic revaluation of our 
whole economic home front would 
reenforce some conclusions as to 
military strategy which I suggest 
In my next article. 
We m ust adm it that so far our 
spiritual front In this war is not 
as united as it was in the last war. 
The weakness today is not com­ 
placency or apathy. 
There is a 
great deal of bewilderment and 
confusion of purposes. 
Victory Not Only Purpose? 
This is contributed to by the 
confusion 
in 
adm inistration; 
by 
criticism of the divergent ideo­ 
logical purposes of our Allies; by 
the lack of confidence in the news 
of the war; by tiresom e repetition 
of radio propaganda; by exceeding 
powers granted by the congress 
and by the widespread conviction 
that the purposes of oar adminis­ 
tration are not alone to win the 
war, but to use^the war to change 
fundam entals 
of 
American 
life 
without submission to the people 
or their representatives. 
Despite all this, the Amercan 
people are united upon the .de­ 
fense of America from attack and 
are grimly determined to defeat 
the Germans and Japanese. 
I be­ 
lieve they are united upon secur­ 
ing lasting peace this time even lf 
they have to use airplanes lo gar­ 
rison it. 
No enemy need believe 
because we exercise our blessed 
right to debate, discuss and differ 
between 
ourselves, that 
we are 
not united upon his defeat. 
Failures Only Mean Delays 
On the military front we have 
magnificently courageous sons. We 
can have every confidence Iii our 
generals and admirals. Men and 
officers alike are performing stu­ 
pendous deeds. 
They merit every­ 
thing we have got. 
We have the blessing of huge 
Industrial 
equipment 
and 
man­ 
agerial 
initiative created in 
the 
mills of private enterprise. 
It Is 
equipped 
with 
skilled 
workmen 
and fanners. Failures in adminis­ 
tration Interpret themselves In de­ 
lay of the war; 
Iii unnecessary 
hardship on civilians and Increased 
problems after the war. But we 
will win the war.

First Cottage Pottery Operated *Here In 1840’s 
By Lucille T. Cox 
■' 


•HE first and only cottage pottery in E ast Liverpool was operated 
in the late 1840’s by Thomas Ball. an English potter, and William 
Morris, an uncle of Andrew Carnegie. 
The Ball family emigrated to America from Burslem, England, In 
1845 and rented A small building on Second st. They saw nothing 


On the morning of July 5. 1849. 


The outcome of that fire Is one 


The day following the fire the 


four inches buried ten feet below 
the surface of the street. It bore 
the inscription: “1799—A. Azdell, 
Camp Ret—”. The rest of the let­ 
tering was illegible. However, the 
stone also contained the carving 
of a head and face. 
In October. 1794, Gen. Henry Lee 
returned from an expedition into 
the Indian country and stopped 
near the present site of the Newell 
bridge. The men were ravenous 
and literally gorged themselves on 
chestnuts, aa a consequence sev­ 
eral died from acute indigestion 
and were burled on what was later 
known as the city cemetery at 
the end of W est Fifth st. They 
were known aa soldiers’ graves. 
The story was familiar to the 
early inhabitants and la 1867 G 
W. Burns. E ast Liverpool's corre­ 
spondent for the W ellsville Union, 
published the details.

Cutting Age For Voting To 18

American Institute of Publfe Opinion 
PRINCETON, N. J.. Jan. 15-rThe fact that men as young as 18 
are now being inducted into the army has raised the question of 
lowering the legal age for voting. 
If a man is old enough to fight at 18, It Is contended, 
he is old 
enough to vote. In New York state 
a constitutional amendment 
to 
lower the voting age is scheduled 
for introduction into the legisla­ 
ture. 
The idea likewise has re­ 
ceived attention from congressmen 
and senators in Washington, par­ 
ticularly Sen. Vandenberg. 
The American public's first re­ 
action to the idea, pending further 
discussion of it, is one of conserv- 
atism. 
A survey by the Institute 
shows that although nearly two 
out of every five voters questioned 
throughout the country favor a 
lower voting age, a slight majority 
are skeptical about the wisdom of 
such a policy. 
39% Vote ‘Yes’ 
Field reporters for the Institute 
sounded out. public reaction on the 
following question: 
"At the present time American 
citizens cannot vote until thru be­ 
come JI years of age. Would you 
favor changing the law to allow 
men and women IS, 19 and ill) 
years old to votef" 
The results are:

From a purely political point of 
view, a lowering of the voting 
age would likely help the Demo­ 
crats. Public opinion surveys have

‘Lack Political Judgment’ 
Opposition to lowering the vot­ 
ing age centers around the feeling 
that young men between 18 and 
21

“Physical prowess does not insure 
either mental stability or matur­
